A Change of Composition 

With the tremendous increase in 
population during and after the 
war the composition of the popu- 
lation changed to an appreciable 
degree. In fact only 20 per cent 
of the newcomers since 1935 
were over 45 years old when they 
arrived in this state compared with 
37 per cent of the non-migrant 
population. 

One of the immediate conse- 
quences has been a higher birth 
rate. In 1936 the rate was 14 per 
cent per 1000 population. In 1945 
there was an impressive change 
for the rate rose to 24 per cent 
per 1000. Our gains in population 
has been impressive but this in- 
crease from birth rate is even 
more so. 


Schools Are Crowded 

Of course this adds to the diffi- 
culties already faced by the state 
schools. Schools aré most crowded 
in the lower grades especially in 
the first three grades. So far their 
unhappy solution has been to put 
instruction in shifts. 

And contrary to a general mis- 
conception, the rise in population 
has not been achieved at the cost 
of quality. Reliable statistics de- 
monstrate that those coming to 
California since 1935 were better 
educated and more skilled than 
the average of the states from 
which they came. Also, they meet 
the already high requirements of 
this state. 

Migrants Well Educated 

Of the migrants 20 per cent had 
finished or at least attended col- 
lege as compared with 19 per cent 
of the native sons and daughters. 
Only 7 per cent of the newcomers 
were day laborers and 8 per cent 
were farmers against 6 per cent 
and 9 per cent respectively for 
othe residents of the state. Also 
high school attendance is about 
the same in both groups. 

People are still coming to Cali- 
fornia although at a decreased 
rate, because they feel as do the 
native sons that here we have the 
land of opportunity. If sometimes 
not in fact at least in prospect.
